Council. 

Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  for  your  consideration  my  fifth  Annual  Report, 
covering  the  year  1958. 


Infectious  disease  notifications  (exclusive  of  tuberculosis) 
numbered  491,  of  which  399  were  due  to  measles  and  35  to 
whooping  cough.  There  were  three  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis, 
including  two  paralytic  cases. 

There  appears  to  be  a rather  defeatist  attitude  to  children’s 
diseases  such  as  measles,  mumps  and  chicken  pox  which  are  due 
to  viruses  easily  spread  during  the  school  years.  1 cannot  help 
feeling  that  it  is  wrong  to  treat  such  diseases  lightheartedly  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  following  the  success  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccine,  we  shall  soon  see  similar  vaccines  effective  for  measles, 
mumps  and  chickenpOx.  1 hope,  however,  that  the  days  of  the 
hypodermic  syringe  are  numbered  as  the  modern  child  is  rapidly 
becoming  a sort  of  human  pincushion  during  the  early  years  of 
its  life. 

Improved  standards  of  food  hygiene,  housing  and  the 
extension  of  the  Council’s  refuse  collection  system  once  again 
dratvs  attention  to  the  lack  of  progress  in  methods  of  sewage 
disposal.  In  many  ways  our  thinking  in  these  matters  has  pro- 
3 gressed  little  since  the  nineteenth  century  and  the  only  solution 
I offered  is  more  and  more  costly  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
G plants. 


Rapid  disintegration  and  sterilisation  by  ultrasonic  devices 
I and  physico-chemical  engineering  methods  are  urgently  needed 
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but  apparently  have  been  overlooked,  at  least  in  this  country,  up 
to  the  present.  Recent  work  in  Germany  suggests  that  in  the  near 
future  we  may  be  able  to  tackle  the  problem  of  rural  sewage  in 
a more  up-to-date  manner. 

I wish  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  her  support  and  advice  during  the  year  and 
once  again  to  thank  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr. 
Denton  Ogden,  and  his  Department  for  making  my  duties  so 
pleasant,  and  for  their  help  in  preparing  this  report.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chelmsford  Rural  District 

Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1958. 

As  in  previous  years  my  comments  upon  details  of  the  work 
involved  are  made  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Report. 

I would,  however,  draw  your  particular  attention  to  the  section 
dealing  with  Meat  Inspection  which  consumes  a great  portion  of 
the  time  of  your  Health  Inspectors.  From  this  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  increased  by 
more  than  63%  over  the  previous  year  and  the  total  weight  of 
meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  17  tons, 
17  cwt.,  93  lbs.,  an  increase  of  28%  over  the  previous  year.  A 100% 
meat  inspection  has  been  maintained — a standard  which  should 
not  be  lowered  and  one  which  I hope  will  always  obtain  in  your 
District. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  and  sym- 
pathetic understanding  which  I have  received  from  the  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  during  the  year. 

The  excellent  relationship  which  has  always  existed  between 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Blott,  and  myself,  together 
with  the  loyal  teamwork  of  my  staff,  contributes  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  progress  and  efficiency  which  1 think  may  be  justly 
claimed  for  your  Public  Health  Service.

Due  partly  to  the  shortage  of  houses,  applications  for  licences 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  are  still 
numerous.

He  should  obtain  planning  consent  before  he  applies  for  the 
licence  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

A caravan,  however  modem  and  well  designed  it  may  be, 
is  after  all,  only  a temporary  substitute  for  a house. 
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Swimming  Pools. 

The  Chase,  Ingatestone.  The  capacity  of  this  open-air 
swimming  pool  is  180,000  gallons  and  it  is  fitted  with  a continuous 
I purification  plant.  Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  for  both 
j sexes. 

Badger  Country  Club,  Battlesbridge.  This  open-air  sea  water 
swimming  pool,  with  a capacity  of  312,000  gallons,  is  situated 
about  250  yards  from  the  Chelmsford-Southend  Road  on  the 
bank  of  the  River  Crouch. 

Byelaws,  made  under  Section  233  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  with  respect  to  swimming  pools  and  bathing  pools  came  into 
operation  on  1st  January,  1954.  These  byelaws,  which  1 greatly 
welcome,  enable  the  Council  to  exercise  greater  control  over  the 
swimming  pools  in  their  District.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  information  given  in  Tables  1,  11  and  111  shows  that  meat 
inspection  is  a service  which  must  be  maintained  in  order  to 
prevent  meat  affected  by  tuberculosis,  other  diseases  and  con- 
ditions being  used  for  human  consumption.  It  also  gives  an  idea 
of  the  scope  of  this  important  work  and  of  the  time  and  skill 
which  the  inspections  entail.  During  the  year,  52,555  animals  were 
killed  and  inspected  in  your  District  (an  increase  of  more  than 
63%  over  last  year)  and  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was 
40,077  pounds  (an  increase  of  nearly  29%).

‘ 1957)  bovine  carcases  were  found  to  be  affected  with  the  parasite 

\ Cysticercus  bovis  which  causes  the  condition  commonly  known 
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as  “ measly  beef  The  carcases  were  released  when  we  were 
satisfied  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  them  to  be  held 
for  three  weeks  in  a refrigerator  at  20  degrees  Fah.  This  treat- 
ment destroys  the  cysts  provided  they  are  not  generalised  in  the 
carcase  musculature  as  well  as  in  the  usual  sites  of  predilection.

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Although  the  quantity  of  meat  and  edible  offal  condemned 
shows  an  increase  of  nearly  29%  over  last  year,  it  should  be  con- 
sidered in  relation  to  the  number  of  animals  killed,  which  showed 
an  increase  of  over  63%.  I have  previously  remarked  on  the 
general  high  quality  of  animals  killed  in  this  District.  The  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  amongst  pigs  shows  a small  but  significant  decrease. 
The  higher  incidence  of  tuberculosis  amongst  cows  and  calves 
killed  in  this  District  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  arranged  to  send  tubercu- 
losis reactors  to  Messrs.  Copsey’s  slaughterhouse  and  with  the 
campaign  to  eradicate  tuberculosis  from  cattle  reaching  its  peak, 
this  figure  may  be  very  high  for  the  following  year. 

With  regard  to  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  parasitic 
infections  (particularly  liver  flukes  in  cattle  and  sheep  and  ascarides 
in  pigs’  livers)  continue  to  take  a heavy  toll.  The  percentage  of 
sheep  and  lambs  so  affected  shows  a considerable  increase  over  the 
previous  year’s  figures — for  instance  during  1958,  204  sheeps’  livers 
were  found  to  be  affected  with  parasites  compared  with  13  in 
1957. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  condemned  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  those  concerned  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  any  legal 
action.  An  amicable  understanding  exists  between  the  butchers 
and  the  Department  and  in  no  case  has  our  judgment  been 
questioned.

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Depot 


Plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Depot  have  been  approved. 
These  allow  for  the  erection  of  six  new  garages,  drying  room,  mess- 
room  and  washing  and  sanitary  accommodation.  Alterations  are 
also  to  be  made  to  the  workshop,  office  and  stores.  These  are  long 
overdue,  having  regard  to  the  number  of  workmen  and  vehicles 
now  using  the  depot. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  disused  gravel  pit  at  the  Eastern  Electricity  Board’s 
Depot  off  Beehive  Lane,  Gt.  Baddow,  was  the  only  tip  in  use  during 
the  year.  Negotiations  proceeded  for  the  acquisition  of  a site  at 
Little  Waltham  and  preliminary  steps  were  taken  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  to  bring  a rented  site  (a  disused  gravel  pit  off  Mayes 
: Lane,  Sandon)  into  use  early  in  1959.  The  original  “ Brayloader- 
shovel  ” continued  to  give  good  service  and  in  anticipation  of  a 
second  tip  being  operated,  a second  “ Brayloader-shovel  ” was  de- 
livered in  August,  1958. 

Nightsoil  Collection 

The  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  in  the  follow- 
ing parishes  by  a contractor,  Mr.  G.  Barker,  of  Steeple,  for  the 
sum  of  £23  6s.  8d.  per  month.

PETROLEUM  LICENCES  IN  FORCE  DURING  1958
